And afterward they defir'd a King, and 
God gave unto them Saul the Son of Cis, a Man 
of the Tribe of Benjamin, by the Space cf 40 
Years, Now, is it any where recorded in the Old Te- 
filament, how long Saul reign'd?

But then he 
alo fays, thar Sau! reigen’d 22 Years afcer the Death 
Of Samuel. Bur as this cannot be true; fo it is Pro- 
babie at leaft, that Sas! aad S.muel both died with- 
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Q, Whether Swiftne{s and Quantity of Motion be 
nit Convertible Terms, for it is denied by fome ? 

A. Vhat all Bodies, that have an Equal! Quanti. 
ty of Motion do conicquently move with Equal 
Swiftne(s, cannot poifibly be admitted. If two Ho- 
mogeneous Bodies of Equal Magnitude have an 
Equal Quantity of Motion, it undeniably follows, 
thar they Move with Equal Swiftnefs.
